And this is right. It is this spirit which 
has made our country what it is, and it will be the 
dying out of this spirit which will, in some century 
to come, start us on that decadence which the history 
of the past tells us comes to every great power. 

We are great, but we are yet young, and many of 
the methods we apply to our system of carrying on 
the nation’s business need correction. As a nation 
we accomplish results, somehow, but our methods are 
crude.

Under the existing statutes, however, lit- 
tle can be done, and the upsetting of some laws, laws 
which should be upset especially, is a matter for the 
hemming and hawing of years. 

The men who represent us in foreign countries 
are the poorest paid of the representatives of any 
of the great nations, and yet we are the wealthiest 
nation in the world to-day. Now what is the result 
of this, the natural result? Simply that the class of 
men who represent us are not representatives of the 
best we have to show. This is a day when, in Ameri- 
ca, a man who is worth anything in a business sense 
receives a proper compensation for his work. The 
head and the immediate sub-heads of our great busi- 
nesses receive as salaries what would be regarded 
in other countries as fabulous sums, The heads and sub- 
heads of the ordinary business houses, of which there 
are thousands in each of our great cities, receive 
salaries which are ample to enable them to live as do 
the rich men of some other countries. But what do 
our consuls get? A mere pittance. A sum so small 
that no man who has had an adequate business train- 
ing would consider it. And the result? Why, simply 
the natural one that the men who are drawing the 
consuls’ pay are men who could make no more, or 
as much, in business at home; men who are not busi- 
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ness men, and who are, for the most part, unfitted 
for the work they have in hand. 

The time is coming, in light of the recent history- 
making events, when we will be the greatest exporting 
country in the world. That we should market our 
products abroad is necessary to our natural develop- 
ment. We have lived at home for a hundred years, 
practically, and our expansion has been within the 
borders of our own continent. But there is no West 
left. There is nothing at home requiring our expand- 
ing abilities. We must expand, we must ever be on 
the upward trend, and we will devote more and more 
attention from now on to the rest of the world. 

Is it not imperative, therefore, that our agents, the 
men who are looking out for our interests in these 
foreign countries, should be of the very highest grade, 
and that the appropriation for consular service should 
be ample to give us the necessary service? 

And is it not imperative that this service be re- 
moved from that class which is affected by the suc- 
cess or failure of the different political bodies? 

Congress realizes these things. The President real- 
izes them. Everybody realizes them. But though we 
are a young country, we have been grinding out the 
legislative grist sufficiently long to have acquired an 
appalling amount of red tape and precedent and other 
desirable things, all of which stand in the way of 
prompt action. 

Efforts are being made now by various business as- 
sociations to start the ball a-rolling, and the sympathy 
of everyone is with the movement with the exception 
of those individuals who have a private ax to grind. 
All this has weight with our venerable toga wearers ; 
publications generally are boosting ; everybody knows 
we need reform, and—we’ve got to get it.

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A CHARGE OF PLAGIARISM. 








The following letter has been received from Mr. 
E. C. Hanrahan. Mr. Hanrahan accuses Mr. C. H. 
Connor of plagiarism in the appropriation of an ar- 
ticle which Mr. Hanrahan delivered before the Na- 
tional Association of Stove Manufacturers at a con- 
vention held by that body in Cincinnati, Ohio, on 
May roth and 11th, 1899. The article in question 
was read by Mr. Connor before the convention of the 
Minnesota Hardware Dealers’ Association March 2d, 
1906, and printed in THE AMERICAN ARTISAN of 
March roth. 

We reproduce Mr. MHanrahan’s letter, because 
justice should be done both him and Mr. Connor, and 
because of the cleverness with which it is written. 
To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

On page 24 of your issue of the 1oth inst. appears an article, 
“The Successful Stove Salesman,” which you say was de- 
livered as an address by Mr. C. H. Connor before a meeting 
of the Minnesota Hardware Dealers’ Association March 2, 
1906. I was much gratified to see this article, as I recognize 
it as a word for word reproduction, with some curtailment, 
of a paper entitled “The Ideal. Stove Salesman,” which was 
read by me before the National Association of Stove Manu- 
facturers at its convention held in Cincinnati May 10 and 11, 
1899, which paper is printed on pages 162 to 166 of the record 
of the National Association of Stove Manufacturers, and by 
reference to your files you will find it also appears in the 
issue of THE AMERICAN ARTISAN reporting the proceedings of 
said meeting of the National Association of Stove Manufac- 
turers. 

I know that space.in your paper is very valuable, but it 
does not seem to me that this fact justifies you in doing Mr. 
Connor the injustice which you certainly have done him in 
inserting the, article in the manner in which it appears. As a 
conscientious gentleman, I am quite sure Mr. Connor gave 
proper credit for the origin of the article when presenting it 
to the Minnesota hardware men, and he will no doubt be 
deeply grieved that you should have utterly ignored this pre- 
caution, which, it- goes without saying, he was at great pains 
to take, and published the article as being original with him. 
Furthermore, as Mr. Connor so conscientiously stuck to the 
text of the original paper, I am quite sure he just as con- 
scientiously stuck to the title, “The Ideal Stove Salesman.” 
Evidently the article appearing in your issue ofthe toth inst. 
was set up on a Monday, which I understand is a “bad day” 
for printers, and this no doubt explains the change in the 
title to “The Successful Stove Salesman.” You ought to 
“fire” that compositor. 

Then again, as Mr. Connor was so conscientious in using 
the exact language of the original paper, it is reasonable to 
suppose he presented it in its entirety, but in printing it you 
have cut out quite a considerable portion of it. No doubt 
you did this to save space in your paper, which I have al- 
ready admitted is valuable; but I think it is a good bet Mr 
Connor would have paid for the additional space rather than 
have the article blue penciled as it was, and right here I want 
to point to this as an evidence of the truth of what I have 
frequently said to you—you are not a good “player”; you had 
an opportunity to “work” Mr. Connor for some of the coi! 
of the realm, but didn’t; how do you ever expect to get rich! 

I take up the cudgel for Mr. Connor, as he appears to 
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be of such a modest, retiring disposition, perhaps he would 
not do it for himself.

They are building and running their own factories 
after they have ruined the trade of the country and now those 
factories and jobbers will be coming to the retail dealers 
after the “cat” houses have turned them down. I am in- 
clined to think that Mr. W. H. Gentner of Farmington, Iowa, 
is on the right track. He organized the Retailers’ Union at 
Des Moines, Iowa, about the first of the year. His plan is 
for all merchants to take stock and open up a jobbing house 
of our own in Chicago and buy as cheap as the “cats,” and 
sell as cheap as they do, which is the only way to meet them, he 
thinks: What do you think of this plan?

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MAINTAINING PRICES: DOES IT. PAY?* 


When your secretary, Mr. Evenson, wrote to me and asked 
me if I would endeavor to assist the association by making 
you a little talk here, and suggested that I take up the sub- 
ject “Maintaining Prices; Does it Pay?” or any other subject 
I thought I would select another subject than that suggested 
by the secretary. 

I don’t believe that there was ever a man in the Inland 
Empire with intelligence enough to conduct an implement busi- 
ness, or a hardware business, but who did know that main- 
taining prices did pay. But the subject I wish to speak to you 
about now is “Who Are the Actual Bankers of the Inland 
Empire?” as it is in my estimation, one of the most com- 
prehensive subjects and worthy of far more consideration, 
and far more thought, than anything which has been touched 
upon in the past, I believe. And I only regret that my ora- 
torical ability is insufficient to impress it upon your minds 
as it should be, and that before you leave the City of Spokane, 
or after you get to your home, that you will give this subject 
the consideration which I think it is entitled to. 

BANKING METHODS. 

The many years that I was on the road I had the pleasure 
of examining financial conditions of a great number of busi- 
ness houses that were my agents. And it was also my good 
fortune to have some friends in the banking business, from 
whom I got such information as would give me an idea of

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making a comparison between the money that was actually 

loaned by the banks, as against the money, or its equivalent, 
as extended by the dealers directly to the farmer, and I found, 
to my satisfaction, that over eighty per cent was extended to 
the farmer or consumer, as against the actual money that 
would be loaned by the banks to those people. 

Now,.if we are the actual bankers of the Inland Empire— 
if you would only realize that we are conducting the com- 
merce of the Inland Empire, I ask you, gentlemen, if we are 
not entitled to some compensation besides the mere profits 
we get on the goods we sell? 

You all know that banks have a system upon which they 
loan money, and only in extreme cases will they change that 
system. They base their credits upon five classes; and those 
classes, first, is the individual, firm or corporation that has 
got capital or assets enough back of them that they will loan 
a certain amount of money to, or recognize sight drafts, with- 
out collateral. Then class second, is that same individual, 
firm or corporation where up to a certain point they either 
demand collateral paper or security of some kind. Now class 
three, would be that same individual, firm or corporation of 
a little lighter caliber than the first or second classes to whom 
they will loan money, or recognize sight drafts, or upon indi- 
vidual notes properly secured—or before they will recognize 
overdrafts, I should say. Now the fourth class would be that 
same individual, firm or corporation that beyond that point— 
or beyond a certain point—they require collateral, or security 
of some kind. Class five is an individual, firm or corporation 
to whom the bank will not loan one dollar unless they put up 
security. Now, that is the system which the banks have for 
doing business. 

Now what is the system under which the implement deal- 
ers have been doing business? In ninety-nine cases out of a 
hundred, gentlemen, the individual will come into our place 
of business, buy our product and either give his note for fu- 
ture payment, or for cash at a loss, or it is charged to him. 

-When an individual goes to the bank to borrow money he is 
immediately taken into the private office of the bank, or around 
to the little wicket gate, and after they have ascertained his 
financial condition thoroughly, they will then—generally— 
tell him that it is a rule of the bank that they must have a 
signer to that note, which they propose to give, or security— 
security which will make it absolutely good. Now, does the 
farmer get mad—does he tell the bank he will go down to the 
First National or to the Traders’ National Bank and get the 
money on his individual note? When he walks out of the door 
does the bank officials follow him and grab hold of him and 
tell him, “Oh, that is all right—I guess you can have the 
money on your individual note”? No, sir! The bank does not 
care if every man under the blue canopy of heaven will loan 
him that money—they won’t do it! Now, did you have a 
system when you were in business—and do you now have 
such a system—by which you said to this man, when he told 
you he was going to your competitors, tell him to go? Did 
you tell him to go? No, you didn’t tell him that! You ran 
after him, caught him away up the street and sold him. Now, 
is that right? If so, as I say, if we are going to endeavor 
to conduct the banking business of the Inland Empire, should 
we not demand an equality—something the same as the bank 
would do? 

NO ACTUAL DIFFERENCE. 

Again, we don’t consider that our business—that is, the 
commodity that we have got—is not different from any other 
commodity. We say to the bank, “You are dealing entirely 
in money.” We overlook the fact that everything we have 
to sell is either money or its equivalent; it is money by which 
we get money. 

I want to show you that we do make a difference, but 
we should not, and I want to show you how we do it by 
quoting a little instance, and I will leave it to every member 
in this hall if it is not true. I am not doing it to expose busi- 
ness methods, but merely to impress it upon your minds: 

There was a farmer who lived in the vicinity of Moscow, 
Idaho, who was a renter. He did not own the land upon 
which he was living and cultivating. He wanted to buy a 
drill; and I don’t know whether it was the superior sales- 
manship of our firm or the superior drill that was handled by 


























































us—in any event, we sold him the drill—sold it on future due 
paper. Now, the same farmer had to have wheat to sow. 
He didn’t have any and had to buy some, and he got it’ from 
one of our competitors. How did he get it? By putting up 
security of above the amount of three dollars to one. Now, 
gentlemen, honestly, I believe the same competitor of ours 
would have willingly and gladly sdld this same man the drill 
on future paper without any security whatever—without one 
dollar’s worth of security, but he would not let him have 
the wheat without putting up security. Now, why should we 
not consider our goods on a parity with any other commodity? 
Let it be drills or wheat, or anything else—there should not 
be any difference—none at all. 
SECURITY SHOULD BE ASKED. 

Now, here is another thing: We say we cannot exact 
this security. Is there a community in the Inland Empire 
that, during the year 1905, has not had a “farmer’s sale” 
where the farmer has sold off his product? Is there an im- 
plement dealer in this room who has not seen a second-hand 
auction sale on the farm? I don’t believe there is one. Did 
you ever look on the bottom of one of those bills advertising 
the sale—‘“‘Notes will be taken on approved security”? I 
don’t believe you ever saw one but what was advertised that 
way. In other words, the farmer is coming to you all the 
time, buying your goods and giving you future due paper 
therefor, without security, but when he has an auction sale 
on his farm of his products and second-hand machinery, etc., 
he demands cash or well secured paper—“notes will be taken 
with approved security.” 

Now, ought not we to be placed on an equality with the 
farmer who is selling his second-hand goods and demands 
security? I think we ought. 

THE MATTER OF CREDIT. 

Now, there is another thing—and I understand from our 
secretary the subject of “Credit” will not be touched upon at 
this meeting—no paper on that subject to be read here; con- 
sequently I am going to, for a little while, bring the matter 
of credit in with this little talk of mine. I won’t keep you 
too long. 

We dealers have not got that degree of honesty among 
ourselves that we should have. It seems to be that we are 
altogether a little too afraid of the “other fellow” up the 
street—that the other fellow up the street might sell a few 
dollars’ worth more of goods than we sell; consequently we 
are anxious to sell and don’t pin Mr. Farmer or the con- 
sumer down. But we should be more honest in this respect: 
that when we find we have got a customer who is “into us,” 
as far as we will allow him to get, would it not be a good 
idea for us to go and consult with the other dealers tributary 
to where this customer would naturally buy his goods? And 
say to them, “Here, this man is owing us so much money; 
we want to get it out of him. Instead of you people putting 
a stumbling-block in our way, whereby we will never get our 
money from him, won’t you help us by refusing to extend 
credit to him?” Let me illustrate this, and I am going to ask 
the indulgence of the gentlemen who are daily extending 
credit in their business—it is not done to hurt their feelings, 
but only to illustrate the subject about which I am speaking 
more than I otherwise possibly could by any language. 

CO-OPERATION BETWEEN DEALERS. 

There was a fellow in our neighborhood who had got 
into us about all we could stand. Now, he was considered a 
fair risk—that is, ordinarily good for a certain amount of 
credit—but we could not get any money out of him, and he 
had nothing by which we could get it out of him. But he 
rented a farm and came to us in the early part of the season 
and told us he had to have a mower and a rake. We knew 
he had to have a mower and rake, because he had rented a 
hay ranch. We knew he had to have it, and we were tickled 
to death, thinking, “now, here is our chance to get even with 
him”—we were going to say to him, “Now we will sell you 
a mower and rake, but you will have to secure your other 
account with us first.” So time went along, until we thought 
t was about time for the order for the mower and rake to 
materialize, and we met him on the street one day and asked 
him when he was coming in to get the mower and rake, and 
he replied that he had already got them—he went to a com- 
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petitor, made a talk and got his goods. Now, gentlemen, that 
is not right. The other firm furnished the mower and rake, 
and neither one of us were paid! 

Now, in this case, would it not have been better if we 
could have gone to this other firm and said to them, “Now, 
here is a chance to get even with this man; he is into us, and 
if you can’t get your money out of him, give us a chance to 
get ours; he has got to harvest that crop, got to have a ma- 
chine, and you folks stay out of it!” Would it not have 
been better for us to have that understanding with our com- 
petitor whereby we could have consulted each other in regard 
to the matter? 

I am satisfied it would have been the better way. 

I am satisfied there are no firms in this whole Inland 
Empire but what they have got some individual in regard to 
whom, when he goes home from this convention, he can go 
to his fellow competitor and say, “I have got a man I want 
to get my money out of; will you help me to get my money 
out of him—cut him out?” It will do us both good. We 
will drift along in the same old way, and get each other’s 
trade sometimes, but in the long run it will all even up. 

TRUE HONESTY DESIRABLE. 


Now, it may be honorable for us to stand by and see a 
competitor make a sale which we consider perfectly worthless. 
Now, gentlemen, before this association was organized it may 
have been all right; it was honesty, but it was not all right. 
I don’t believe any man who signed the articles of this asso- 
ciation would want to see his competitor done up in that way 
now—sell his goods and get nothing for them. That is, what 
I claim, dishonesty, and I believe we can prevent it. The class 
of men we have to guard against in this manner is not so 
numerous—they are not all rascals that we do business with. 
But I do believe we can go to each other in a brotherly way, 
like we do in Moscow, where we have three firms—where, 
when we have a man whom we feel shaky about, go to our 
competitor and say, “Can’t we get together?” And we do get 
together and talk the matter over, and in ninety-nine cases 
out of a hundred we are both benefited. That is the way we 
should all do. Now, where we are all struggling to get the 
money out of the man, neither one of us will get a dollar 
unless we can work in harmony with each other. 

I don’t believe in calling our competitor in and saying, 
“Now, you may look over our ledger and in our note pouch 
to see whether we are telling the truth or not.” No, I don’t 
believe in doing that. I don’t believe there is a competitor 
but what you can believe when he comes down and tells you 
he wants to get his money out of a certain individual—I be- 
lieve you can trust him fully. The way to do is to get to- 
gether and consult with each other and see if there is any 
possibility of your getting your money out of the man. Now, 
gentlemen, think of that when you go to your homes. I be- 
lieve it can be taken care of in good shape. Try it. 


LONG DEFERRED PAYMENTS. 


Another thing, I find we put too much dependence upon 


what the future crop will produce. I am going to illustrate 
that in a manner which I believe you will all understand, and 
that is this: Around Moscow, if a man has got one hundred 
acres of summer fallow, his credit is almost unlimited amongst 
the implement dealers, 2nd I do not exclude our own firm, 


and I will tell you why it is almost unlimited. A man moves 
into that country and rents one hundred and sixty acres of 
land and on that there is one hundred acres broken. Now, 
he may have money enough to pay for summer fallowing one 
hundred acres—which is about three dollars an acre—we will 
say he has, for the sake of argument, and we will say he has 
got money enough to buy his wheat that he is going to sow, 
which will take about 115 bushels down there. But he has 
got to have tools. Now, he goes to a dealer and he says, 
“I want a drill,” and the dealer is anxious to sell to him, 
because he knows he has got one hundred acres in summer 
fallow, and he buys a drill. So he gets the six double disk 
drill for one hundred dollars and gives the dealer a future 
due note therefor. Now, he goes home, sows his crop, and 


then he has nothing else to do; but he prepares for spring— 
believes he can do some fall plowing and he goes to our 
competitor, or comes to us, and buys a plow for one hundred 



























































dollars. Now, he has got two hundred dollars against his one 
hundred acres of summer fallow crop. By the way, he has 
had money enough to buy his groceries up to the present 
time—he is living. Now, in the spring of the year he has got 
to make arrangements—if any of you people are handling 
general merchandise, he goes tc you—anyway, he goes to some 
one in the general merchandise business and makes arrange- 


ments for stuff to keep him living until he harvests his crop, - 


probably to the extent of one hundred dollars. Now, he has 
got three hundred dollars on his one hundred acres of sum- 
mer fallow crop—a pretty good loan. But a pretty good rain 
comes up and it makes him feel sort of good and he goes to 
some other competitor and buys a hack—that is another hun- 
dred dollars. He now has four hundred dollars on his sum- 
mer fallow crop. The grain grows, and when he gets ready 
to harvest it he buys a self-binder for one hundred and sev- 
enty-five dollars—making four hundred and seventy-five dol- 
lars. Then he has got to have twenty-five to fifty dollars’ 
worth of binding twine to take care of it. Then he goes to 
work and harvests his crop—the one hundred acres, the basis 
upon which his credit was unlimited—and after he has got his 
grain cut, bound and shocked, and paid for the shocking of it 
with money borrowed from his neighbors, which he has got 
to pay back out of the money he gets for his crop, along 
comes the threshing machine, and then he has to have sacks— 
sacks that cost him eight and nine cents apiece. He buys 
these sacks and he takes them home—and, by the way, this is 
nearly two hundred dollars more. And we will say he gets 
forty bushels to the acre—and where is your money? Where 
is your money? Figure it up yourselves, gentlemen. Why, 
he can’t buy so much as a box of crackers and pay you imple- 
ment men. If he does, he has not got the box of crackers left. 
Now, that is a fair illustration of that kind of business that 
is being done. 

There is one thing that we are all at fault about. When 
the man first came into your business place, the individual who 
sold him the drill should have compelled him to secure the 
drill in such a manner as the other dealers would have let 
him alone. Instead of his buying a binder, and a hack, he 
should have been compelled to pay for the drill, and he never 
would have thought about getting the other stuff. 

GET SECURITY. 

There is a chance for us to improve on that method of 
doing business. Let the first man who sells the drill or the 
gang plow to the man who comes in there as a renter, say to 
him, “You must give me security—something tangible—that 
you cannot move out of the country when you harvest your 
crop and get the money for it. As it is, you have nothing 
tangible.” Put the man on the same basis of credit the bank 
does. And if the wheat happens to be mortgaged, and we 
are foolish enough to extend credit on it without getting the 
mortgage company to absolutely protect us, we are taking 
chances that there is no other business on the face of God’s 
green earth that will do it but the implement man! They 
should not do it. The wholesale manufacturers don’t ask 
you to do it, and there is not one of them but who will tell 
you he doesn’t want you to sell one dollar’s worth of your 
goods unless you get the money for them. 

You can’t pay taxes and insurance unless you get a profit, 
and that profit means what you are going to throw into losses 
and discounts during the year. Don’t overlook that, gentle- 
men, because if your profits show you have made four hun- 
dred dollars, it will probably be reduced down until you have 
less than two hundred dollars profits 

MATURITY OF NOTES, 

Another thing that would help us out would be the date 
of maturity of our notes, and we could get that if we all 
agreed to it; no one firm could accomplish much in that direc- 
tion, if anything. 

Now, we sell a farmer an article with the understanding 
it is to be paid for after harvest, and that “after harvest” is 
taken to mean October 1st. We say October 1st—we have had 
a distinct understanding with the consumer and we are going 
to sell the article to him until after harvest, and we date his 
note October 1st. He threshes his wheat on the 26th day of 
July. Now, what are you going to do with him between the 
26th day of July and the first day of October? You can’t say 
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a word to him except in a friendly manner—the note is not 
due until October 1st. Now, there is no reason. why. we 
should not have our notes mature before September Ist... We 
could have an understanding to the effect if the consumer 
hasn’t got his harvest in, we would give him an extension of 
thirty days. But he wants to speculate on your money— 
wants you to take the chances. If he_gets a market raisé in 
wheat, why he would make a few dollars, perhaps, and if it 
went down—lost it—he could not pay you. Now that is the 
great trouble, and we ought to have our notes made payable 
on the first of September, and if he happened not to have his 
crop harvested at that time, we could have an understanding 
between us whereby we would extend the note until he could 
take care of his crop. 

Why, I remember in this country ten or fifteen years ago 
we were given until January Ist to pay for all our headers, 
but when January Ist came we didn’t have any money—and 
you fellows know we didn’t—back in 1893. And I say we 
could help ourselves a whole lot by having our notes mature 
earlier; then we would always have a hold on him if we saw 
he was not doing right, and then we could say, “Here, we 
have got to have this money because it is due; and if it igenot 
due, we have no recourse. Now, we can have our notes ma- 
ture earlier if we only take hold and bring it about; and I 
think we ought to. When we sell anything the note for which 
is to mature October Ist, let us make it September 1st instead 
of October 1st, and he can have thirty days’ grace. 

I will touch on one more point: 

IS YOUR BUSINESS PROFITABLE? 


A few years ago Bradstreet made the report that ninety- 
five per cent of all the dealers were failures—not that they 
went under, but, taking a period of ten years, they were 
never any better off than when they started in business. Now, 
put your hands in your pockets and see how much better you 
are off than ten years ago. If you have not made money 
proportionate to the money you have invested, why, then, you 
are a failure. 

Now, we are failures because we have been trying to do 
business on a marginal profit that would not justify our deal- 
ers in extending credit, or any loss or discount. 

Now, when we organized the Palouse Producers’ Asso- 
ciation in Moscow, Billy Chambers—everybody knows him— 
and in our discussions in the association Billy said: “Gen- 
tlemen, I will tell you what you want to do”—I trust you will 
excuse me if I use the exact words he used—I will use it 
anyhow—he said: “Gentlemen, you want to sell threshing 
machines ; there is something you get a hell of a profit in and 
damn little cash.” 

Now that has been worth to me, in Moscow, a good many 
dollars. Now, that very thing that Mr. Chambers told us in 
a hotel in Moscow has been worth a good deal to me. We 
have got a whole lot of profit and very little cash. Now, 
it is the cash we want. 

I was coming up on the train with a gentleman who was 
telling me a little of his experience in his business, and he 
says—after showing up his business he showed up a nice little 
profit—nice little conservative profit; and another gentleman 
whom he was talking to said, “You have done well, but where 
is it?” Now, that is the point—where is it? If you have got 
so much money, where is it? That was the stumper—he could 
not tell where it was. 

Gentlemen, that is the point. When you go home, you 
say, “Well, I have shown up a nice profit.” But ask yourself, 
“Where is it—where is that profit?” And you roll over your 
note pouch—and you roll it over, and your profit is in that 
note pouch. Your merchandise is worth its face value as 
long as you have it in your store, but how about your profits? 
You may not think it, but your profits are in your note 
pouch. 

I believe, gentlemen, I have sung you my little song, and 
told you my little story, and I have said my little piece, and 
if anything I have said is going to help you, or this associa- 
tion, or if there is anything I have said that will bring us 
together whereby we will be honest among ourselves, I will 
be satisfied. 


I thank you, gentlemen. (Loud applause.) 
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A COMBINATION CAST IRON STEEL REGISTER.

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INTERESTING LETTER FROM SALT LAKE CITY 





To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN: 


I wonder if any of the boys now reading the “Tin- 


Shop” department of this most valuable of tinners’ 
papers, remember “Blow Horn,” who used to write 
occasionally from Stayton, Oregon, eight or ten years 
ago. Well, here I am again. I am now working 
in one of the big shops in Salt Lake City. We do tin 
and sheet iron work of almost every kind and espe- 
cially ore buckets, air pipe and water pipe for the 
mines, furnace pipe and furnace setting, etc., eave 
troughs and general job work. 

I remember we used to hear from “Snips,” “Chip 
of Michigan,” “Square Head,” “Martin Ludwig”’ with 
his rat dropping solder, and the man who laid twenty 
squares of 14x20 tin in a day, put seven nails in each 
sheet and had it all soldered in time to milk the boss’ 
cow before supper, and then asked the boys how 
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many sheets of 20x28 tin it required to lay a square 
of roof! If any of the old gang are still reading 
THE AMERICAN ARTISAN I would more than like to 
hear from them. 

I remember once visiting Martin Ludwig in his 
shop in Albany, Oregon. And he showed me several 
very ingenious contrivances for doing work quicker 
or better than with the ordinary tools, among which 
was a beader of his own make, for forming about a 
1%-inch bead on bath tubs. It was made of two 
pieces of gas pipe, seven or eight feet long, and 
slotted by sawing by hand, one fitting inside the other, 
the inner one having a crank by which to turn it. 

Perhaps a description of a little of the work I have 
been doing lately might interest some of the boys. 
Cut shows an ore bucket 23” diameter at top, 25” 
at bulge, 21” at bottom and 28” deep, made of No. 10 
iron in ten sections overlapping one way all around 
I only weigh 145 pounds and “bumping up” these 
sections with a heavy raising hammer is no pleasure 
trip, to say the least. They must be raised to about 
the correct shape, too, for that No. 10 iron will not 
spring into shape very easily. The pail is 7 round 
iron and the middle of the bottom is raised enough 





so the dumping ring can turn up out of the way to 
let the bucket sit down squarely on the rock.

HOW TO BEND AN OIL CAN SPOUT.

found the following plan very successful, i. e.: 
I form the straight spout in the regular way 
over the blowhorn stake and solder the seam. 


Then to make the bend you plug up the small 
end of spout with a small wooden plug and pour into 
it a quantity of melted rosin that you have heated 
in a small cup over the fire pot. Fill the spout with 
rosin just as high as you expect to make the bend, 
then set away to cool, and after the rosin has become 
solid again the spout may be bent over the round 
stake or mandrel to any desired form without a 
buckle. Gradually heat the spout over an oil torch or 
gas fire and the rosin will run out or may be blown

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A REPLY TO «OLD TINK.” 


To THe AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

In reply to “Old Tink” in the March 3d issue, will say 
that | have had considerable experience with corrugated iron 
and have never had any trouble with leaky jobs (of my own) 
except in case of very flat roof. I have, however, been called 
upon to repair roofs of that kind which had been improperly 
nailed, and it is a very difficult matter, if not impossible, to 
repair one that has been nailed in the bottom of corrugations. 

I do not think any cement on earth will permanetly fix 
one so nailed. The proper way is to nail through the highest 
point of corrugation, and be careful to stop just before you 
give the nail that last blow. Do not draw the nail head down 
enough to countersink the iron, and yet it should be just 
tight. Then a coat of good thick roof paint will make a good 
job. If the owner will stand for the extra expense, a good 
way is to put strips of wood, dressed to nearly the shape of 
the corrugations, under those through which you nail, one 
under the lap, and if possible, one under about the middle of 
the sheet. 

There are washers made for the nails to be driven 
through, but I think I can make a better job without them.

THE HARDWARE MARKET. 





Jobbers are reporting that they are enjoying a 
larger business than at any corresponding period for 
many years and that there is no diminution in the 
demand for all.descriptions of hardware. 

The trade in wire cloth is unprecedented, manufac- 
turing interests being literally swamped with orders, 
which are being booked at previous figures. In a few 
instances, moreover, jobbers are raising their quota- 
tions to retailers in the belief that the output will not 
be adequate to meet all requirements. More manufac- 
turers of hardware specialties are enlarging their old 
plants and building new factories and mills, as it is 
expected that a large buying movement in these lines 
will be noted this spring and fall. 

Spring and summer lines are naturally selling most 
freely, and the demand for garden tools, ice cream 
freezers and lawn mowers is especially brisk. The 
volume of business in wire and cut nails and fencing 
also continues active, and, as the distribution is great- 
er than ever before at this season of the year, it is 
thought that there will be no congestion at either the 
mills or in the movement of jobbers’ stocks. House 
furnishing goods are also moving well, and there is 
an excellent request for all kinds of mechanics’ and 
agricultural tools. The undertone of the entire mar- 
ket continues very firm for almost all lines, except 
axes, tires and stove bolts, which are being shaded 
somewhat as a result of keen competition. 

Financial conditions could not be improved, and 
both manufacturers and jobbers report that collec- 
tions are being made with greater facility than usual, 
while all kinds of accounts are being liquidated 
promptly. 


CHANGES IN HARDWARE PRICES. 


A number of changes are noted in hardware prices 
this week: 

Drop shot, sizes smaller than B, 125 pound bags, 
are quoted at $1.70 instead of $1.60, as last week. B 
and larger sizes, buck shot and chilled shot have each 
gone up 5 cents per bag and are quoted at $1.95. 

Stearn’s hollow augers No. 3 are quoted at $36.00. 

Single bitted, handled axes, have gone down in 
prices from $1 to 25 cents per dozen as have double 
bitted axes, 

German gimlets have been reduced. 

Crown, self-basting boilers No. 80, have been re- 
duced from $2.75 to $2.50 per dozen. 

Soldering coppers are steadily going up, being 
quoted from 1 cent to 2 cents higher than last week. 

Door screens are rising in price. 





PIG IRON. 

The outlook is regarded as less favorable. Concern is 
caused by the continued absence of new business in both pig 
iron and finished steel. Shipments are enormous and it 
takes vastly more to keep things smoothly moving than it 





used to. With the rate of consumption, however, there is no 
complaint as specifications continue very heavy. The total 
purchase of the Frisco System from the Carnegie Steel Com- 
pany has been swelled to twenty thousand tons by a recent 
order which went to them because the Illinois Steel Gompany 
could not make the desired deliveries. There is an occasional 
inquiry in the market running into thousands of tons which 
have not, however, .developed into anything tangible. Mel- 
ters are skeptical of the outcome of the present dullness and 
confine their purchases to small lots for quick shipment. 
The market is steadily weakening. Southern quotations rest 
on the basis at $14.00, Birmingham, for number two foundry, 
and Northern prices at $19.25, Chicago, for the same grade. 
Furnaces with well filled order books or makers of well ad- 
vertised brands, are getting from twenty-five cents to fifty 
cents a ton higher in transactions involving small tonnage. 
Not much credence is given here to the report from the East 
that Southern furnaces have offered iron in that territory as 
low as $13.75, Birmingham. These reports are generally be- 
lieved to have reference to other than standard grades. One 
heavy buyer who is in the market for twelve hundred tons 
of high phosphorous iron and a thousand tons of medium 
phosphorous iron, is declining all offers based on $14.00, Bir- 
mingham, for number two, believing that he can buy at 
$13.75 or better. From a statistical standpoint, the position 
of furnaces for keeping up the higher schedule could not be 
better. Stocks are low, consumption unabated, car supply 
irregular and more effective than all, there is the strong 
possibility of a coal strike. Yet every week has seen addi- 
tions to the furnaces willing to accept the lower prices. Local 
furnaces still hold their quotations from $19.25 to $19.50, 
Chicago, for number two foundry, but have little iron to 
offer for early delivery. The following prices are quoted:

Rogers, Brown & Company will say in their weekly 
report: 


The improvement in conditions noted a week ago appears 
to have been only a starter. The week in review evidences 
greater interest on the part of buyers, both in inquiries and 
purchases. Practically all the business sold has been for 
immediate or nearby delivery, showing conclusively the low 
condition of stocks in consumers’ yards. Strong pressure con 
tinues for shipment of iron due or soon to be due o1 
contracts. It is expected that a good buying movement wi! 
soon develop. When this will materialize is matter of opinion, 
but conditions on all sides point to the necessity of making 
some further and prompt provision against needs during th 
balance of the year. 

There is no change in the attitude of buyers or sellers 
regarding business for the third quarter of this year. Fur 
naces are not making any strong effort for business afte: 
July and up to the present buyers have been equally reluctant 
to contract for business during the same time. 
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It is remarkable that in spite of the mild winter throughout 
the producing districts and the consequent increased produc- 
tion which this made possible over the usual winter output, 
this increase has all been disposed of and furnace yards show 
no accumulation of stocks. Last fall consumers bought gen- 
erously but even then could not discount the demands which 
have been made upon them since that time. 

Production during March will undoubtedly show a de- 
crease due to a number of furnaces blown out for various 
reasons and others which had been intending to operate, 
but not going in on account of cost advances and scarcity of 
labor. 


Shipments of both iron and coke are moving with un- 
certainty and causing both producers and consumers much 
inconvenience. Railroads, in spite of the open winter, are 
having the usual trouble with traffic blockades at various 
points: 

Coke is in good demand. There is unquestionably a 
firmer feeling and a tendency on the part of some producers 
to advance prices. 





Matthew Addy & Company will say in their weekly re- 
port: 


Pig iron is in better demand and there is much more in- 
terest in the market. During the past ten days a substantial 
inquiry has developed and there have been fair sales. Among 
others two lots of 3,000 tons each of basic have been placed, 
and there are several large lots of basic still under negotia- 
tion. Such is the activity among the makers of open hearth basic 
steel that this iron is in exceedingly short supply, and it is 
being used faster than it can be produced at the present time. 
In addition there have been fair sales of iron for pipe mak- 
ing, together with a fine general scattering of orders for all 
kinds of foundry iron. ‘This business has been exceedingly 
well distributed, and apart from its general nature there has 
been nothing distinctive about it. When the current buying 
is analyzed it is plain to be seen that there is activity in all 
branches of trade, and there is every indication that purchas- 
ing from now on should grow in volume, as the old orders 
are being gradually filled. Consumers are not accumulating 
iron, for they-are all busy, and nine-tenths of the iron that is 
now being shipped is melted just about as soon as it is re- 
ceived. In fact, consumers are in many cases much both- 
ered by not getting iron rapidly enough. There is one great 
thing in favor of continued activity in the iron trade, and 
that is that prices are reasonable. There was in the great 
forward movement of 1905 no such advance in prices as to 
throttle industry. Prices advanced, it is true, but they did 
not reach prohibitive figures, as was the case in 1902. In 
that year when 2 foundry went to $25 f. o. b. Birmingham the 
goose that laid the golden egg was literally killed. But last 
vear quotations did not go above $14 or $14.50, and this price 
left a fair and honest margin of profit, not only to the pro- 
ducer, but to the consumer. In fact the prices at which raw 
materials were obtainable greatly stimulated trade, and these 
conditions still prevail. 

During the past five weeks furnace production of pig iron, 

particularly in the South, has somewhat fallen off. This has 
been owing partly to adverse weather conditions, partly to a 
scarcity of labor and partly to the blowing out of furnaces for 
repairs. 
_ The coke situation is much mixed and the immediate 
future-is decidedly in doubt. While in many of the great 
coke producing fields non-union labor is employed, yet it is 
highly probable that a strike of the union miners would 
spread over the entire country. A coal strike would have a 
profound influence on the iron situation, and would at this 
time mean an immense loss to the ironmasters. The danger 
of a strike is a dark cloud on an otherwise bright sky. There 
seems to be a general impression that a great many of the 
miners themselves would welcome a strike, irrespective of 
any question involved, simply because they have been working 
now uninterruptedly for a long period and a strike would 
mean a vacation. We understand that in many districts this 
tact will have a very decided influence.

‘emoralized by the fact that consumers are offering their 
irplus tonnage at a reduced price. These sellers bought 
hen prices were from $4.00 to $6.00 lower than at present, 
nd they can shade from $1.00 to $2.00 a ton and still make 
good profit.

Prices have 
strengthened and the tone of the market is better as a result 
of the removal of these inquiries. One of the leading makers 
has quoted since these orders were filled, 1.71'%c, half extras 
which is on the basis of $1.00 a ton above steel bars. There 
is little activity in steel. Implement manufacturers say that 
the present price is too high for the basis of next season’s 
requirements, and are refusing to make contracts. Conces 
sions, however, are not thought of and prices remain firm 

Car load lots Chicago delivery are quoted as follows: 

Soft steel bars and bands, 1.66%c half extras; soft stee! 
angels, less than 3x3, 1.76%c; hoops, 2.06%c base, full extras; 
old rail stock, 1.70c to 1.80c. There is a good movement from 
local warehouses and jobbers’ prices are firm. We quote bar 
iron, 2.25c full extras; soft steel rounds and squares, 3 inches

CHICAGO HARDWARE MARKET. 


The finished materials in some lines are _ feeling 
the same indifference which has been shown in_ the 
pig iron ‘market for some weeks past. There has been an 
enormous rush on structural shapes for some months past 
and consequently the dullness is most noticeable there. There 
is also a very quiet demand on the plate mills, who are how- 
ever, endeavoring to get orders by promising immediate de- 
livery. Independent mills are offering to meet the rebate of 
$1.00 a ton on sheets which has been made by the leading 
producer, and are stimulating trade in this way. Consumers 
are very active in disposing of their surplus stocks which 
were purchased when prices were from $4.00 to $6.00 a ton 
lower than at present and the market has lost strength 
through this. Bar iron was active last week and several 
thousand tons were purchased at prices ranging from 1.60c 
to 1.65c. Prices have since advanced, however, and quo- 
tations are firm at 1.71%c base, half extras. Implement deal- 
ers refuse to order for next season’s requirements on the 
present basis of prices and steel bars are quiet. Heavy speci- 
fications for pipe tube and wire products are being received 
from consumers in the North West who are taking advantage 
of the opening of the season for transportation on the lake. 
Wire mills are crowded with specifications and are thousands 
of tons behind in their orders. An order from Duluth for 
two thousand five hundred tons and one from Kansas 
City for nine hundred tons had a beneficial effect on 
the cast iron pipe market. There is very little doing in 
scrap.
